WeariBf |MM goggles ha sees nothing 
regirflUgtbaatdteal profasaloa In lit true 
1 ignt. They an not favored by the cou a 
ty more than are firemen, and otter per- 
sona, wbo may be of BUM service to ike 
publie elsewhere. They are not wllltog 
to go to the virtuous poor In urgent sick- 
ness. l>et us examine the charge for a 
moment. Tbe medical profession have 
established a fee bill which they think is 
fair; amongst the charges is one uf ten 
dollars for the particular attention allud- 
ed to, this is either fair or it is exorbi- 
tant. 
If exorbitant men of rec paired 


honesty in other things are daily appro- 
priating dMonally to their gains. It the 
charge is fair he who renders the at-rvice 
in a given case, without hope of compen- 
sation, Is denoting ten dollars to the |ur 
ty receiving the attention. There it no 
question but that physicians render gratu- 
itous service, not only in such cases, but 
in others of equal importance for which 
larger fees are demanded, and there is an- 
other thing equally sure, people will pay 
the doctor, if not in money certainly in 
ingratitude or curses. Let him do such 
charily as cant get anything else to do. 
Do merchants give ten dollars worth of 
dry goods, or of groceries, to every suff- 
ering pauper needing them? Do millers 
furnish flour, or do either of them leave 
their places of business, where their time 
is tbe equivalent of money, and visit the 
poor to relieve11 
They do not, nor it it 


expected of them by clear headed, plain 
people. But the question is not whether 
doctors are liberal, but Whether they 
should 
not be 
paid 
by the public 


the 
same price as is paid to them 


by individuals for the same services. 
A 


fee bill established by them cannot cover 
every casa explicitly, hence there arise 
unusual services, for which no definite 
amriunt of compensation is fixed. It ii 
just in such case* that Taxpayer under- 
takes to lower the fees so far as city, 
county or state are concerned. 
Tbe par 


ticular charge which attracted the ire of 
the gentleman was made by Dr. Walston. 
On investigation I find that the fee was 
not exorbitant if the surgeon perform 
ing it was capable of doing the work and 
did it. Taxpayer may not know that It is 
necesssry in such an examination nothing 
should be omitted that will throw light on 
the subject. For Instance, the man .on 
whom tbe post mortem was beld WAS 
known to be a drunkard. Whisky has a 
special effect on the brain and spinal cord 
—were both examined? Ii has a peculiar 
effect on Ihe liver, stomach and kidneys- 
were they carefully and minutely exam- 
ined? 
If not, the post mortem was a 


farce, and a day laborer's charge would 
have been too much. 
Not having been 


present, I know nothing whatever of tbe 
manner pursued in tbe investigation, but 
suppose, of course, that it was thorough, 
as I understand that a young doctor just 
from his studies assisted and certainly 
knew what was demanded. If the city 
council had employed one of the medical 
men who have been for year* serving 
them in the capacity of health officers 
without compensation, (as common de- 
cency would have suggested) Taxpayer 
might not have "squealed." 
It maybe 


that there in where the shoe pinchcf. 
There is oae point in Taxpayer's article 
which ought nut ift be overlooked. 
He 


insinuates thai Ihe due ton who charge 
large fees for services are superficial pre- 
leudrre, whose effrontery ia their princi- 
pal capital. This may be BO, but it does 
not generally hold good. The people are 
nut usually so pig-headed as In need the 
aid ol liberal gentlemen ID teach them 
whose services are worth lartr,e fees, and 
wh» should be paid a pittance Taxpayer 
no doubt intends lu be iif service to tbe 
public in hla advice, but to some pcuple 
it smacks more of penuriousness than «' 
economy.
